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SCHOOL REPORT. 


_ Your committee in presenting their annual statistical and finan- 
cial report are happy to add that, on the whole, it has been a very 
prosperous school year. We have been favored with an excellent 
corps of teachers who have been efficient and devoted to their work. 

The attendance has not reached the ideal state but we hope there 
has been some improvement in that direction. We ask for the good 
of the schools as well as to meet the requirements of the law, the 
fullest cooperation of the parents in securing the attendance of the 
scholars “all the time the schools are in session” and on time. If 
possible let there be no tardy or dismissal marks on the register. 

Constant attendance and in season should be regarded as a part 
of the education of the schools to prepare the scholars for prompt 
and reliable citizenship. Your committee desire to express their 
pleasure for the extra amount raised for school purposes. By its 
aid extra expense for transportation has been met, all the schools 
lengthened one week and one more school sustained than last 
year. 

The expense of transportation may seem large but it is less than 
it would be to sustain more schools, which we should be obliged to 
do without the system, to say nothing of other advantages. 

Some repairs and improvements are needed in our school prop- 
erty. Good school buildings and grounds are a means of education 
in themselves and highly important. Poor, illy adapted, neglected 
and dilapidated buildings are demoralizing. We require care and 
neatness on the part of our children, we should have our school 
property in such a condition as to inspire them to respect, preserve 
and not to destroy. As a town we are highly favored in having 
three public libraries. These are helpful for supplementary work 
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in our schools and should be used so as to secure the greatest possi- 
ble good for the teachers and the scholars. In view of the vital im- 
portance of our schools we ask the largest appropriation, above legal 
requirements, that can be reasonably granted to meet our needed ex- 
penses and lengthen the number of weeks of schooling. We ask 
your careful consideration and favorable action on the question to 
come before you at the annual town meeting as to the advisability 
of having the town classed with others in a supervisory district.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1903. 


Gentlemen :—The report of our librarian is so complete and 
suggestive that there remains little to be said, except to ask for the 
appropriation of two hundred dollars to supplement the interest 
derived from our investments. 

There are one or two points also to which I would gladly call 
attention. As will be noted in the report of the lbrarian, we 
have again been asked to contribute our share to the exhibit of the 
American Library Association at a World’s Exposition. This is a 
tribute to our methods of which we may well be proud, and I am 
glad of the opportunity to make public acknowledgement of the 
debt which we all owe to Mrs. Miller, not only for the care, interest 
and intelligence with which she performs her duties, but for the 
many hours of unrewarded labor which she devotes to them. It is 
to her that our library owes its position as an up-to-date hbrary for 
one of its size. With her continued assistance and in time further 
financial aid from such friends as may be interested, we shall hope 
to add a card catalogue to our possessions. May I also beg that all 
who are interested in our Museum and are proud of the attraction 
which it already becomes in our little town, will generously loan us 
from time to time, such articles of interest especially as belong to 
the early industries of our colonial life.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1903. 


It would probably be difficult to. find another town of the size_ 
of Rindge having a library that offers the advantages found here. 
The two-book system, special privileges to those doing special work, 
free delivery of books, co-operation with schools and assistance to 
school children and to teachers, no age limit for children, the excel- 
lent class of books, choosing of books from the shelves in the book- 
room, and the home use of our latest periodicals, are some of the 
benefits enjoyed by those using the library. 

Following the practice of other progressive libraries, we have 
stamped the date, on the borrower’s card, on which the book is due 
rather than when it was loaned. The advantage of this is recog- 
nized by the borrower at once. 

T’o accommodate those living at a distance for the library, dur-- 
ing the past year, many library books have been taken from the home 
of the librarian and returned there, on days when the library was 
not open. This was done in the winter, especially. 

The need of a subject catalogue to find material in the accumu- 
lating number of books on our shelves has frequently been felt. 
Only a card catalogue would satisfactorily meet this need, and when- 
ever financial or other conditions will allow having such a catalogue, 
the library will be still better prepared to meet the calls made upon 
it for assistance. 

The following circular has been received from the State Library 
at Concord: : 

“ Persons wishing to borrow books from the miscellaneous de- 
partrnent of the State Library can do so through this library. ‘The 
only conditions are (1) that the borrower shal! pay transportation 
charges and (2) that the books shall be returned to this library with- 
in two weeks. With its collection of over 80,000 volumes, the State 
Library is now able to furnish books giving desired information in 
history, science, and other reference subjects. The state hbrarian 
will be glad to answer any questions with reference to the scope of 
the library upon any subject. Inquiries and applications for books 
should bé made through the librarian of this library.” 
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The State Library also receives old periodicals from the public 
libraries in exchange for those needed to fill out sets in the public 
libraries. With this in view, any individuals having old magazines 
to give away will find a place for them in our a where they 
pe be exchanged for those wanted here. 

A plan of renting to libraries current books not wanted perma- 
nently in a library has been put into operation by the. “ Bodley 
Library,” the “Tabard Inn Library,” and others. This method 
furnishes books of popular interest at less expense than their pur- 
chase would cost. Art exhibits are also loaned to public libraries 
at a nominal expense. ‘These statements may be suggestive for fu- 
ture experiment. 

To be progressive in library work, a librarian needs as much 
preparation and study of up-to-date methods as is expected of a pro- 
gressive teacher. Membership in a library association, attendance 
at library institutes, knowledge of methods used in other libraries, 
and reading of magazines designed to promote library interests, are 
all offered to this end. 

-A request has has been received from the librarian of congress 
for articles from our library to be exhibited in the A. L. A. exhibit 
of the St. Louis Exposition. 

The library was open on “‘ Old Home Day,” August 19, and the 
many visitors were interested in all that they saw in and about the 
building. Special interest centred in the museum collection, and 
as a result, several valuable antiquities were received later. 

A number of birds and animals have been added to the collection 
the past year. ‘The following persons have made gifts or loans for 
the museum collection: Mrs. L. H. Lowe, Orange, Mass.; Mrs. C. 
S. French, Mrs. H. W. Fletcher, Mr. Otis H. Norcross, ne W. H. 
Rugg, Mrs. Thomas Buswell, Miss Ella Brigham, Mrs. Mary Todd, 
Mrs. W. EH. Stearns, Mrs. Abbie Hughgill, children of Mr. Willard 
Brigham, Mrs. W. W. Emory, Miss Marion Rice, Miss Mary L. 
Ware, church of Rindge Centre, and Mrs. Mary A. Stearns. Some 
old coins were given by a friend from the South. 

A considerable number of old magazines were given by Mrs. E. 
J. Hale, Mrs. Mary Todd, Mrs. Edith Stearns, and others. A com- 
plete set of Harper’s Magazine, numbering 105 volumes, elegantly 
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bound, were given by Messrs. H. J. and G. R. Wallace, and the later 
numbers belonging to the library were bound by Mr. Wallace, bring- 
ing the set up-to-date. Dr. Hatch has given a year’s subscription to 
the Brown Book; Rev. Granville Yager, a year’s subscription to the 
Congregationalist; and Hon. 8. H. Stearns of Concord has given a 
year’s subscription to the Review of Reviews. Mrs. Hattie Chad- 
wick has given a book of old sermons more than one hundred years 
old, and Mrs. Eastman has given a volume written by Mary Woll- 
stonecraft and printed in 1792. Other volumes were given by J. F. 
Munroe, Boston; H. I. Wallace, and the MacMillan company, be- 
sides state and government reports. Miss Ware has given photo- 
graphs and 50 volumes, including the Encyclopedia Britannica and 
Guizot’s History of, France. One hundred and erie volumes 
were added by purchase.

We again report an increase in circulation of magazines and of 
juveniles, the numbers being the largest since the hbrary was 
opened in 1895. In 1897, there was the largest circulation of books, 
3,337 volumes. In 1896, 3,270 volumes circulated, and in 1903, 
3,260 volumes were taken, the numbers for these three years lead- 
ing the record for all the other years.
